HAKOAH STARTS 
TO DISMANTLE

The dismantling of 
Sydney City Hakoah 


started when the 
club placed Socceroo 
captain John Kos- 
mina and hie fellow 
striker David Mit- 
cheli on the transfer 
list last week. 


In addition, midfielders fan 
Souness and Welio Borges 
have been refused new con- 
tracts. 


These meastires have been 
taken, according to club 
spokesmen, because Hakoah 
has exceeded its budget and 
could gain no more from spon- 
sorship. 

Spe salation about Hakoah 
withdrawing permanently 
from the National League 
have been rife since the club 
pulled out late last year but 
was persuaded to return 
almost immediately, 

Mest of the players now are 
convinced that this will be Ha- 
keah’s last year in top com- 
pany, despite frenzied efforts 
by club members with soccer 
at heart te ward off this possi- 

bitity. 

An action group has been 
formed to help keep Hakoah’s 
soccer team alive, and there 
has been talk of a court in- 
junction to prevent the current 
administration from selling off 
the top players, 

Hakoah coach, Eddie Thom- 
son, asked whether the trans- 
fer-listing of Kosmina and Mit- 
chell had opened up the flood- 
gates to extinction, said: 
“Maybe, maybe . .. but we're 
not giving up hope.”’ 

Mitchell, in answer to the 
same question, said: ‘Oh 


yeah, there deesn’t seem to be 
any doubt now...” 


APIA-Leichhardt made a 
$50,000 package-deal offer for 
Mitchell and Kosmina, but 
both remain under contract to 
Hakoah — Kosmina until the

end of 1984 — so neither is ob- 
liged to move. 

If they do, then Hakoah will 
save on their wages as well as 
collect the $50,000 

But Kosmina is particularly 
reluctant. 

“I'd prefer to stay on until 
the end of the year. I talked to 
APIA, but I wasn’t happy with 
what they offered me. Why 
should I take a cut in wages? 
I've just bought a new house 
and started a new job. Also, 
I’m not tod happy with my 
form, so I'd prefer not to have 
any upheavals.’ 

Mitchell said he would be 
happy to hear offers from Miel- 
bourne. Heidelberg is inter- 
ested in him, and Mitchell has 
good friends in Heidelberg 
players Don Macleod, John 
Spanos and Ian McKie. 

Hakoah bought Kosmina 
from West Adelaide for $30,000 
and Mitchell from Adelaide 
City for $35,000. 

Mitchell joined Adelaide 
City from Enfield Victoria, 
and he will turn 21 on June 13 
— the morning after Austra- 
lia's night match against Eng- 
land in Sydney. Mitchell is in 
the national squad, along with 
Kosmina. 

Souness, a former NSW Best 
under 2) Player, has been 
playing for Hakoah without a 
contract so far this year. 

Borges has just returned 
from a long hotiday in his 


native Brazil and because 
Hakoah will not give him a 
contract, Adelaide City has 
made approaches to buy him. 

Asked how he feit about the 
prospect of losing Kosmina 
and Mitchell, coach Thomson 
said: 

“The only way the club 
could get money was to sell 
players, and Kosmina and Mit- 
chell are the ones for whom it 
could get the most money. But 
they don’t have to go if they 
don’t want to, and I certainly 
wouldn't drop them. In my 
opinion they’re the best two 
forwards in the League. 

‘Arsenal had to sell Brady 
and Stapleton. These things 
happen in soccer.” 

Asked what he thought Ha- 
koah’s future was in soccer, he 
said: 

“Look, we hear something 
different every day — that 
we’re to disband, that we’re 
going amateur, that we’re just 
going to lay low with a less ex- 
pensive team for afew years. I 
don’t know. But the court in- 
junction to stop the club sell- 
ing players appears a waste of 

time. 


“The social club isn’t doing 
too well either. Had that not 
been the case, this situation 
may not have eventuated at

“The club tried a lot of 
schemes designed to get 
people through the gates, 
none of them worked. Now 
they figure what’s the use of 
bashing your head against a 
brick wall?”’ 

Thomson agreed that the 
turmoil behind the scenes had 
affected his team. 

“When rumors surround the 
players about the place closing 
down, they can’t be at their 
best. The rumors have affect- 
ed me too. 

“I've had a long talk with 
them, and told them to just 
play the game and forget the 
politic.”

Tony Dakos (Sydney Olym- 
pic} was used in that position

Franken of the Sports In- 
stitute, appears to have won 
the goalkeeping spot from 
Chris Hummell (Canberra) 
following his sound perform- 
ance against Cartago, in which 
he pulled off a magnificent 
save after 15 minutes and grew 
in confidence from then on. 

Juventus winger Fab In- 
cantalupo was left out of the 
Starting line-up against Cart- 
ego to give Steve Glockner, the 
Brisbane City striker, a 
chance to prove his worth. But 
in order to accommodate 
Glockner,; Scheinflug had to 
move David Lowe to a wide 
position and switch Farina 
from the right to the left wing. 
Both Lowe and Farina were 
well below par in the new posi- 
tions, so Scheinflug quickly re- 
verted back to the old forma- 
tion, bringing Incantalupo on 
at half time. 

At training, Lowe and fellow 
striker Rod Brown have been 
shooting strongly and doing 
well in one-on-one situations. 

So spirit in the team is quite 
high despite Australia’s ordinary 
results in Costa Rica. 

Scheinflug has refused to take 
a pessimistic view of the two 
games, adding that travelling and 
accommodation problems are 
part and parcel of any tour and 
that the main purpose of the trip 
— to give the boys a solid work- 
out — was achieved. 

Sub-standard organisation and 
accommodation hassles have 
formed the main staries of the trip 
so far. On arrival in Mexico City, 
the now-infamous Prim Hotel 
started the bail roiling. The first 
evening meal for the players there 
was luke-warm tomato soup, 2 
small piace of chicken schnitzel 
and four or five chips as the main 
course, and a cold custard with 
suspiciaus-looking black. 

The dill was $3.20 per person 
— failing 30° short of the allow-

ance made by FIFA for every play- 
er.

Megath was given so much 
confidence by that goal that 
he set about running the 
game, together with his mid- 
field cohort Wolfgang Rolff. 

HSV — that’s the handle 
Hamburg goes by in 
Germany — had the break it 
wanted. Secure in its lead, it 
was able to concentrate on 
maintaining its team plan, 
whereas Juventus changed 
its approach, its attitude and 
its options so many times 
that its players started to 
confuse themselves as well 
as their team mates. 

What really amazed me 
was that Juventus refused to 
tackle in the midfield. 

How many times did we 
see Hamburg moving for- 
ward via up to 10 uninter- 
rupted passes without a chal- 
lenge — the Italians pre- 
ferring to funnel back rather 
than challenge for the ball! 

Remember the movement 
just after half time, capped 
by across from Bernd Weh- 
meyer, the left back, which 
was just a little too high for 
Lars Bastrup who took a 
leap in the goal area? 

Perhaps the star syn- 
drome had something to do 
with Juventus’s perform- 
ance. From the start, it ap 
peared that to the Italians, it 
was enough just to have big 
Stars like Bettega, Platini, 
Boniek, Rossi, Tardelli, 
Scirea etc. etc. in the team. 
They'd done it all. They'd do 
it again this time. To hell 
with the opposition! 

But the stars simply were 
beaten — especially in mid- 
field. 

Massimo Bonini hung back 
as a “watchman” in front of 
the defence, leaving Platini, 
Tardelli and Boniek to run 
the game for Juventus. 

Tardelli was off his game, 
leaving only Boniek and 
Platini. 

Platini became interested 
only when the play got to the 
edge of the area, leaving 
only Boniek as an effective 
midfielder. Boniek pre- 
vented a Hamburg goal when 
he cleared off the line from 
Manfred Kaltz in the 14th.

minute, and got involved in 
every forward move during 
the second half, but one man 
wasn't enough against a 
hard-working quartet of 
Rolff, Magath, Jurgen Groh 
and Juergen Milewski, the 
left flanker who faded a little 
after a good first half 

Beitega came deep look- 
ing for the ball in the first 
half, but was ineffective 
apart from a dangerous 
bouncing header in the sev- 
enth minute. Paolo Rossi, 
top scorer and best player of 
the 1982 World Cup, was 
marked so effeciently by 
Ditmar Jakobs and Holger 
Hieronymus who took turns 
on him, that he was replaced 
just after half time by 
Domenico Marocchino. 

Perhaps that was a mis- 
take. Rossi often manages to 
score even though he may 
have been inconspicuous for 
long periods. 

Defensively, the Germans 
were far superior. Whereas 
Hamburg's stoppers nulli- 
fied the Juventus forwards, 
the Italians weren’t as good 
in that department. Sergio 
Brio in particular, had a 
horrid night against Lars 
Bastrup who presented the 
Italians with all sorts of 
problems until he had to 
come off due to injury Even 
then, his replacement, 
Thomas von Heessen, man- 
aged to emerge as the best 
forward on the field. 

Horst Hrubesch wasn't 
nearly as prominent, how- 
ever. In fact, had it not been 
his last game, and were he 
not the captain, he probably 
would have been replaced. 

Claudio Gentile’s renow- 
ned toughness and ball-win- 
ning ability were never in 
evidence, but full marks to 
Cabrini’s attacking flair and 
the hard work of libero Gae- 
tano Scirea. 

But Hamburg won this 
game, and so on to Ham- 
sit strengths. 

idth was one of its fore- 
most assets. 

And that width was pro- 
vided by full backs Haltz and 
Wehmeyer, plus midfielders 
Rolff and, in the first half, 
Milewski 

Dedication to duty was an- 
other strength. Concentra- 
tion in all tasks, attacking 
and defensive, never wave- 
red.

So long Dino. No-one has 
had a more glorious reign at 
the top. So long Bettega, so 
long Hrubesch. All good 
things are transitory. 





PAUL MOON profiles two 
of the Scottish stars who will 


meet Australia in the 


Youth Championships 
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Few syebrows will be 
raised should Scottish stri- 
ker Eric Black notch a goal 
or two in the Coca Cola 
Cup for it would be ragard- 
ed as nothing more than an 
appropriate end to a re- 
markable season for the 
teenager. 


Before the start of the 1982- 
83 campaign, Black had just 10 
league games and three goals 
to his credit, but now can look 
back upon an abundance of 
goals in senior football, in- 
cluding a hat-trick at Park- 
head (becoming the first non- 
Celtic player to achieve this 
feat since 1969), the opener in 
Aberdeen's Cup Winners’ Cup 
triumph, and the Scottish Cup 
final winner 

Yet, as a schoolboy, he had 
no professional aspirations 
Even when playing for the 
Scotland schools selection in 
1980, Black's stated ambition 
was to become a physical edu- 
cation instructor 

One of his teachers at 
Alness Academy near In- 
vergardon appreciated the 
boy’s potential though and 
phoned Anerdeen manager 
Alex Ferguson to inform him. 

Ferguson travelled to see 
Black and signed him on a 
schoolboy’s form upon the 
strength of just one perform- 
ance 

Today, Ferguson positively 
drools about his young striker, 
exclaiming: “His ability is 
breathtaking, particularly in 
the air, some of his headers 
hit the net like most player's 
shots. All he has to do is main- 
tain his dedication to go all the 
way to the top.” 

Although only 5’9’’ tall, 
Black has the ability to 
“hang” in the air to execute 
headers. This, and exceptional 
pace, are his major attributes 

He is obviously one player 
Les Scheinflug will be partic- 
ularly wary of in Mexico.

McBeckenbauer 


To compare an in- 
experienced 19 year old 
with the great Franz Beck- 
enbauer normally would 
provoke accusations of 
stretching journalistic li- 
cence to breaking point, 
however mere scribes are 
not alone in noting an 
almost uncanny resem 
blance in the styles of 
Beckenbauer and Scotland 
youth star Neale Cooper. 


Indeed, ‘Der Kaiser’ him- 
self is amongst Cooper's fore- 
most admirers, When on a 
spying mission for SV Ham- 
burg last season, he stated: 
“Cooper is so cool and com- 
posed, he always knows ex- 
actly what he is doing; never 
in a hurry” 

Cool, composed, unhurried 
— that description was applied 
to the former West German 
captain throughout his career, 
and it came as no surprise to 
learn that he was the voung 
Aberdonian’'s boyhood hero. 

But Cooper denies that he 
consciously copied Becken- 
bauer: “‘How can anybody 
copy a player with such im- 
mense individual skill?’’, but 
adds, “If people say I remind 
them of him, I can only take it 
as the highest possible com- 
pliment.”’ 

Although born in India, 
where his father was a tea 
planter, Cooper long has been 
devoted to the Aberdeen cause 
and, when nine years old, 
served as a ball boy at Pit- 
todrie Stadium. 

Therefore, when the then 
manager, Billy McNeill, asked 
the 14 year old Hazelhead Aca- 
demy student to sign school- 
boy forms for the Dons, he did 
not hesitate. 

Within two years, Cooper 
was a fixture in the reserve 
team. Here he was to stay, 
with only an occasional taste 
of senior soccer, for current 
manager Alex Ferguson did 
not wish to throw his young 
player into the hurly burly ot 
top grade football pre- 
maturely. 

As the 1981-82 season com- 
menced, Ferguson decided 
that the blond six footer had 
‘developed sufficiently, both 
physically and mentally, to be 
ready for an extended ‘first 
team run. 

His impact was such that he 
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Neale Cooper 
received acclamation from 
teammates, opponents, 
spectators, journalists and, 
perhaps most importantly, 
Scotland youth coach Andy 
Roxburgh, who promptly 
called him up for duty. 

Operating either in the heart 
of defence or in midfield, 
Cooper was a key figure for 
Aberdeen throughout that in- 
itial full season and one of the 
major reasons for the Scottish 
Cup taking a rare journey out- 
side Glasgow. 

While his club was demoli- 
shing Rangers 4-1 at Hampden 
Park, with the youngster scor- 
ing the last, coffin-securing 
goal, Scotland already had 
commenced a UEFA Youth 
Cup campaign, which was to 
culminate in a 3-1 victory over 
Czechoslovakia in the final. 

There was no doubt though 
that Cooper would be included 
in Coca Cola Cup calculations, 
for he had graduated to Scot- 
land's under-2) selection and 
starred during its defeat by 
England in the European 
Championship semi-final. 

In the past season, a mo- 
mentous one for Aberdeen, 
Cooper has consolidated his 
position among Britain's 
brightest young stasrs and will 
be one of the cornerstones of 
the Caledonians’ Mexican ex- 
pedition. 

At club level, Ferguson en- 
visages him operating as 
sweeper, once Willie Miller re- 
tires. 

Should the talented Scot 
prove a success in that role, 
nobody will be surprised, least 
of all the man who revolution- 
ised the position — Franz 
Beckenbauer.

Robson ended with Davies 
laying the ball back into the 
path of Robson, who drove it 
firmly past Graham Mose- 
ley, who could have been un- 
sighted. That was in the 25th 
minute, and the goal stabbed 
Brighton through the heart, 
but worse was to come. 

Four minutes later, 
United won a corner, and as 
the ball came over from the 
right, Gordon McQueen, 
whose ponderous presence 
was so unsettling in his oppo- 
nents’ penalty area, blatant- 
ly fouled Gordon Smith and 
sent him sprawling, and Da- 
vies’ cross found Whiteside 
completely unattended to 
head past Moseley. 

Referee Alf Grey who had 
a dreadful game was badly 
at fault there, and as on Sat- 
urday, when he allowed Whi- 
teside’s horrendous foul on 
Ramsay to go unpunished 
and lead to a goal, his lack of 
control had put the cup out of 
reach for the Seagulls. 

Or had he? Brighton re 
fused to lie down, and the in- 
defatigable Jimmy Case, 
who himself had been 
allowed to get away with 
some biting challenges on 
Saturday without being pun- 
ished, almost pulled one 
back for Brighton in the 41st 
minute. 

Case pounced on a ball 
outside the box and let fly 
with one of his famous thun- 
derbolts, which hit the un- 
fortunate Kevin Moran and 
was looping over Gary Bail- 
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ey’s head, when the goalkee- 
per, back-pedalling desper- 
ately, acrobatically tipped 
the ball over the bar. 

The crowd was still diges- 
ting this electrifying piece of 
action as United swept 
downfield again, and Frank 
Stapleton, shaking off two WK 
challenges, squared the ball 
to the far post, where pK 
Robson banged it home from 
close range for United’s 


third goal. * 
That killed gallant Bright- «x 
on, who trudged off the park 
at half-time 3-0 down when it 
could so easily have been 
only 2-1 or even 1-) if 
McQueen had been penalised 
for his foul. 

Sixteen minutes into the 
second half, the roof fell in 4 
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as United was awarded a 
penalty, and it was another 
controversial decision by 
referee Grey. 

Robson, reading the game 
superbly as ever, had made a 
long run into the heart of 
Brighton's defence and was 
getting the better of Gary 
Stevens when the defender 
appeared to pull him back. 
Red flag linesman Colin 
Downey flagged, and referee 
Grey, who had been left 
behind by Robson's burst, 
blew for the penalty. What 9K 
neither Downey nor Grey ap- 
peared to notice was that 
Robson himself had run 
across Stevens and impeded 
him first. 

In the absence of Steve » 4 
Coppell, United's regular 
penalty-taker, Arnold 
Muehren coolly stepped up 
and poker-faced as ever, 
slotted the ball calmly past 
Moseley and the match 
moved into the realms of a x 
statician’s delight. 

It was the biggest winning 
margin since 1903 when Bury 
thumped six past Derby 
County, and it was the big- 
gest score since 1953, when 
Blackpool beat Bolton Wan- 
derers 43. 

Muehren’s was the sev- 
enth Cup-Final penalty. 
None has been missed. It 
was Ron Atkinson’s first 
major trophy for United, and 
the first United had won for 
six years, ample revenge for 
missing out in the Milk Cup- 
Final, and with a fitting 
sense of timing, it all hap- 
pened on Sir Matt Busby’s 
74th birthday. But above all, 
the two games together gave 
us three and a half hours of 
exhilarating football that 
made it the best Cup-final in x 
the last 30 years, with hardly 
a dull moment. 


They say you get nothing 
for coming second, but as = 4 
Brighton slides into next 
year’s Second Division it 
must be consoled not only by 
the fact that it gave football 
fans all round the world 
superb entertainment, but 
also by its share of the 
colossal gate takings of 
nearly $4 million which will 4 
give it a springboard to 
bounce back into the top divi- 4 


sion again. ¢ 
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And this is a strong object- 
ion to the present leadership of 
the NSW Federation. 

To be blunt,smany NSLclub 
officials dread the thought of 
operating under the presiden- 
cy of the Karl Rodny and the 
management of Audlen 
Brown. 

It's difficult to assess how 
much of this antipathy is of 
personal nature and how much 
is based on lack of confidence 
in NSW’s leadership qualities. 

Whatever virtues the NSW 
Federation may possess, it’s 
not the most progressive and 
imaginative organisation. 
Steady, even solid perhaps — 
but unlikely to be geared for 
the complex requirements of 
the 1980s and beyond. 

True, they have created the 
Parklea Project but the value 
of that expensive piece of real 
estate to socer has yet to be 
proved. 

The NSW Federation has 
never regarded publicity as a 
priority. 

The last time they published. 
a Year Book was in 1968 — 23 
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years ago; the 25th anniver- 
sary of the Federation, in 1981, 
went unnoticed; there is no 
publicity or press officer, or, if 
there is — he is working under 
deep cover. 

“Last year , the Federation 
moved its offices from the city 
to Parklea, beyond reach of 
everybody except a few souls 
who live in that semi-rural 
area, With that, they literally 
sealed themselves away from 
the rest of the world. 

This is how African ele- 
phants retire to die near the 
riverbank, in discreet privacy. 

So there is some ground for 
the distrust of the NSL clubs; 
it’s not just a matter of who 
likes or dislikes Karl Rodny. 


Fun, not coaching 


If the NSW Federation were 
serious about the creation of a 
Super League, they would have 
worked out and then publicised 
a meaningful plan; they would 
have been lobbying and gener- 
ally showing a high profile. 


Merely waiting to pick up 
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the NSL clubs by default won't 
work. 

The big fashion in Sydney is 
now to stage ‘‘coaching 
camps”* during school holi- 
days. However, most of them 
have one serious flaw; they 
are well paid baby-minding 
centres. 

And it cannot be otherwise 
as long as the yardstick is not 
talent but the ability to pay- 

I'm not blaming coaches and 
ex-players for exploiting the 
gullible parents (‘‘never givea 
sucker an even break’"); some 
of them may even genuinely 
believe that their apostolic 
work will bring results. 


I also admit that in most of 
these camps the kids have a lot 
of fun and get value for their 
father’s money. 

It’s the “‘coaching’’ charac- 
ter of the camps that I query. 





[| have been participating along with John Kosmina, 
Frank Arok and David Mitchell in various coaching camps 
around Sydney and I’ve been amazed by the number of 
kids who turned up. 
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Much has been said to the contrary, but I’m 
convinced the money that the parents spend 
on these camps is worthwhile. For a Start, the 
kids never would have the thrill of being 
guided by top soccer personalities any other 
way. 

That leads me into thoughts about junior 
soccer in general. 

I think that over the next decade or two, we 
will have so many youngsters coming through 
the ranks that the structure of soccer in this 
country — or more specifically in the national 
league — will have to be changed. 

At the moment, when we look at the NSL, 
we have kids playing in the under I6s, then in 
the youth team, and as the final step, in the 
senior team. 

That alone is completely wrong. 

There must be a reserve grade competition 
as a transitional phase, 

They have such a competition in Victoria, 
where the four NSL clubs — Makedonia, 
J.U.S.T., Heidelberg and Hellas — field senior 
sides in lower competitions. 

Hellas has a State League side, while the 
other three play in the Metropolitan League 

This Victorian system should be introduced 
in NSW for the NSL teams. 

While on junior development, fet me say to 
all the youngsters who read this column that 
their own attitude to the game is even more 
important than any competition structure. 

Just remember that throughout your ca- 
reer! 


The ages between 10 and 15 are the most im- 
Portant in the development of a young player. 

This is the age at which you are taught the 
skills of the game and it is the age at which 
you must be prepared to spend a lot of time 
developing the skills 

1 believe it also is important for you to find 
a senior player to copy — either an Australian 
or an overseas player. 

Try to watch that player as often as possi- 
ble. It's amazing the things you pick up. They 
help you develop a style of your own. 

__ When I was a youngster I admired players 
like Cruyff, Rivelino of Brazil and of course 
Pele. I watched them on telly and whenever I 
saw something really special I went to the 
park and I’d try to do it myself. 

This is the type of urgency a lot of the kids 
show overseas, in top soccer countries like 
Italy, Brazil, England, etc 

It’s the type of interest and dedication you 
need as a youngster to eventually become a 
top player. 

We're not talking simply about getting the 
ball and kicking it as far or as often as you 


can. To be tops you need a lot more — appli- 
cation, imagination, follow-through of your 


ambitions, as well as technique and skill. 
Soccer is an art in itself and those who 

possess the required skills and, above all, the 

required ambition and application, eventually 


will be entitled to call themselves soccer play- 
ers.

I don't know who is paying;

And the coaches have been 


asked to pay $12 each for the 
privilege! 

Now, the local coaches who 
would benefit most from 
Greenwood’s ideas are those

The ASF is willing to pay to 
have Greenwood here, and yet 
it is not willing to make Green- 
wood freely available to all the 
coaches who could learn from 
him 

I'm not saying that the loc! 
coaches can’t afford the $12, 
but to me the whole concept 
represents an insult 


I wouldn’t attend on princi- 
ple. I believe that if the ASF 
brings a man here it should do 
so purely for the good of the 
game. If the idea simply is to 
boost the gates at the England- 
Australia matches, then the 
ASF should forget about 
having Greenwood at functions 
purporting to help local 
coaches lift their own stan- 
dard. 


The strength of Australian’ 


soccer is being reflected in 
Mexico ut the moment, where 
we are being represented by 
youth players who learned in- 
itially from the coaches who 
give their time [free of charge. 

Can't the ASF return the 
favor — if only in recognition 
for the efforts of these neonle? 
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Maybe “fun camps" would be 
more appropriate. 

Ideally, we should gather to- 
gether every school holiday 
the most talented and promis- 
ing youngsters for an intensive 
one-week training camp, say 
from the age of 12 or so.

After a meeting of the ASF league sub-committee the following 
statement was released by the NSL management committee. 


“As a result of the ASF 
League sub-committee in 
Sydney on Friday, May 20, it 
can be reaffirmed that the 
National Soccer League will 
continue in 1984 and ensuing 
years, and under a reorganised 
format.

To say that a team played 
“well” and then lost because 
they missed chance after 
chance is a contradiction in 
terms. 


A team plays well when it 
scores; this is the essence of 
soccer. Everything else is tri- 
vial. 


It's relatively easy to “play 
well” in midfield, flinging the 
ball around, wide and back, 
giving the impression of 
“dictating terms.” 


But unless this inter- 
passing ends in the creation 
of chances and then some 
goals — its intrinsic value is 
minimal, close to zero. 


Strikers cannot “play well” 
if they create a dozen 
chances — and miss the lot. 
Their job is to score, to con- 
vert at least one chance out 
of three or four.

cribe missed chances to bad 
luck: the shots were blocked, 
missed by inches, were 
scrambled clear on the line, 
etc. 


What is ail this if not in- 
accurate, bad finishing by the 
strikers? Why is their in- 
aptness explained away as 
bad luck instead of poor play? 


Even more pertinently: why 
is the ratio of chance con- 
version so very mediocre in 
Australian soccer: why does a 
team need up to 10 chances 
to get a measly goal? 


Formula Two is an even 
more exasperating phenome- 
non. 


We still appear to have 
coaches in our midst — not 
to mention ill-informed 
journalists — who believe 
that a team which “attacks” 
has the sole and divine right 
to finish its effort with a goal. 


Teams lurching forward 
without much cohesion and 
camping in their opponents’ 
half of the field are often des- 
cribed as having “dominated” 
the match. 


Equally, opponents who 
suddenly break and score a 
quick goal receive the idiotic 
cliche of having scored “a- 
gainst the run of play.” 

Of course, there is no such 
thing as run play in modern 
soccer which, at its best, is 
based on rapid switches. 

Last year Italy beat Brazil 
in Barcelona with all three 
goals*scored “against the run 
of play.” 

They simply gave up, to 
their technically superior op- 
ponents, the midfield, ab- 
sorbed immense pressure 
some 20 metres from their 
goal — and broke swiftly, de- 


cently beat Olympic, this is 
how Brighton held Manches- 
ter United to a draw in the 
first match of the FA Cup 
Final and this is precisely how 
dozens of matches are played 
and decided every week on 
the Continent.

If the match had been de- 
cided on points, like figure 
skating or gymnastics, Brazil

As it is, the Italians won

And don’t think for a 
moment that this sample is a 
hair-raising exception: this is 
the modern trend in soccer. 

This is how St George re-

matter is how often and how 


attacks, 

Indiscriminate “attacking” 
is going out of fashion; hus- 
sar-like charges at the enemy 
may be exciting but usually 
backfire. 

Modern soccer is all about 
organisation; it’s nbot for the 
romantics. 

Smart teams often refrain 
from pinning their opponents 
to their goal and even deliber- 
ately give the ball away to 
‘foosen up” a _ congested 
area. 

This type of soccer, more 
than ever, will suit teams who 
have players with above aver- 
age intelligence; more brains 
than bravado, the calculating 
mind of a bank manager. 

And this is the reason why 
coaches blessed with similar 
attributes will always succeed 
against the primitive souls 
who still see soccer in the 
simple terms of thrust and 
parry. 

And this is why | pray that 



































all that nonsense about “ha- 
ving dominated” a match and 
newspaper cliches about 
goals scored “against the run 
of play”. 

Intelligently coached 
teams will always succeed in 
the long run; superior con- 
cepts will bring results.
